Comes to Head. 
Tho Internal strife waa brought to 
a hood, the Information shows, when 
contrncte with Chicago milk dealers 
wero executed for delivery of milk 
under the PMA's recently Inaugurated 
marketing plan calling for a reduction 
In the prlco paid producers for 3 5 
milk from 12.20 to >1.75. The new 
plan became effective September 1, 
■with tho strike breaking October 1. 
Judge Shurtleff. who took a hand In 
the strike Monday. Informed striking 
dairy farmers that If they could con- 
trol tho supply of milk he would head 
o new agency. This announcement 
was followed by tho Incorporation of 
a new cooperative known as the Unit- 
ed Producera with which they propose 
to supplant the Pure Milk association. 
Judge Flays PMA. 
Tho Judge, speaking before the In- 
Burgenta at tho Elgin labor temple 
yesterday, declared that the only 
course was to abandon the PMA and 
Join the United Producers. He called 
tho PMA a "fraud" and urged mem- 
bera io "retire Don H. Geyer since he 
has passed his usefulness to tho 
faliner." 

^Vhen notified of this attack upon 
klm. Qoyer warned that the farmers 
are being "taken In by a bunch of 
radicals who tried to usurp control of 
(Jfcjf^he PMA." 
"*^ ' Insurgents Named. 

He named Harold D. Kelsey of 
Barrlngton, Henry Dunker, E. L. 
Best of Harvard, with "Judge Shurt- 
leff In the background all of the time," 
together with a couple of others as 
the leaders In the attempt to control 
the PMA members. 

"When this last price cut was ac- 
cepted by tho PMA. which was ap- 
proved by 300 local delegates In -two 
Chicago meetings," Geyer said, "dls* 
content arose among a few radical 
members. This was the signal wait- 
ed for by those leaders attempting to 
forcQ control of tho Pure Milk associa- 
tion Into their hands." 

Geyer claims that his opponents are 
losing ground as all but eleven of the 
PMA locals are shipping milk today 
with only Ave locals still withdrawn 
from the association. 

PMA Sticks to Contract. 
When asked about the PMA stick- 
lug to their signed contracts, Geyer 
said that there was no other course at 
the present time as a number of Inde- 
pendents have cut prices to levels of 
^1.30 and even 11.00 per hundred 
pounds. 

Meanwhile the farmer-producers 
"hold the bag" awaiting a settlement 
as many are dependent on their milk 
checks for their livelihood ond are 
hot In a financial position to under- 
wrlto tho tremendous expense at- 
tached to sucli strikes. It Is hoped 
by the darly farmers that the settle- 
ment will be consummated by Novem- 
ber I.

Designed and prepared by the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association, the 
little penny stlckfira are printed In 
four sectlona of the United Statea to 
facilitate distribution to th© 2,084 tu- 
berculosis organizations In this coun- 
try. 

This year marks the twenty-ninth 
annual sale. Begun In thU country In 
1907, the Christmas seal ht^a been re- 
sponsible for tuberculosis work which 
has resulted In the setting up of most 
of the nation's tuberculosis control 
machinery, and a decided reduction In 
the annual death rate, dince the flrat 
seal was sold^ sanatorluma for the 
treatment of the disease, corps of 
nurses, preventoriums, clinics, hoalth 
school rooms and educntloual organl- 
latlona have sprung up In every state. 
In addition to providing funds for 
control projects, the Christmas seal 
has a definite educational value, ac- 
cording to W. P. Shahan, executive 
secretary of the Illinois Tuberculosis 
Association. People are reminded 
each year when they receive tho seala 
and use them on Christmas mall and 
packages that tuberculosis la a pre- 
ventable, durable and controllable 
disease. They, are falso reminded 
that an organized fight Is being waged 
constantly against the plague and that 
excellent results are being obUiuod. 
No drug or chemlcar for tho cure 
of tuberculosis Is known to medical 
science, , Shahan pointed out, but a 
portion of each dollar contributed In 
the Christmas seal sale goes toward 
medical research which Is seeking a 
specific cure. At the present time, 
rest, fresh air, nourishing food and 
medical attention are employed to 
arrest the disease In the patient. 

Moat local tuberculosis associations 
In Illinois will distribute seals to pros- 
pective buyers through the mall Im- 
mediately after Thanksgiving day.

The hunting season opens Monday 
Jor ducks, brants and geese and will 
continue through November 19 with 
shooting hours between 7 a. m. and 
4 p. m. 

This Is announced by C. F. Thomp- 
eon. state director of the department 
of conservation, who points out that 
all hunters over 16 years of age are 
restricted by law this year to use shotl 
guns, not larger than 10 gauge plug- 
ged to make them Incapable of firing 
more than three consecutive shots. 

The federal duck stamp .for this 
aeason Is likewise necessary which 
are available at the Antloob^post of- 
fice and are validated b> 'ah owner 
writing his signature in Ink across 
the face of It. The stale hunting 11- 
cense, obtainable at the village clerk's 
ofllce, are of course necessary. 

The dally duck limit is restricted 
to 10 of each kind or 10 In the aggre- 
ffate of all kinds; geese and brants 
are limited to 4 of each kind or 4 In 
tho aggregate. Coots and snipe (Wll- 
son or Jack) have a 15 dally llmlU 

All migratory birds, which means 
ducks, brants, geese, coou. rails, snipe 
and doves arc subject to the three- 
ahot gun regulation.

In his announcement of September 2^. President 
Roosevelt saiil tli.tt improving business has fortlficct the 
government's financial position. He forecast that the 
curves of lax collections am! federal expenditures would 
soon meet, and predicted that the deficits for the next 
two fiscal years would be much less than were originally 
estimated. He then said that it was highly unlikely 
that any new or incraiscd taxes would be necessary. 

If future experience bears out the President's opin- 
ions, the United States will have reason to feel a great 
surge of encouragement. Today the average business 
man has an almost entire lack of confidence in the gov- 
ernment's fiscal policies. He has stx-n tax increase after 
tax increase imposed upon him. He is now bearing the 
burden that tends to make many business operation* 
profitless, and the fear of new or still higher taxes is an 
insurmountable barrier to expansion, investment and the 
employment of labor. 

The increase in normal federal tax revenue that has 
occurred in the last year has presented the federal gov- 
ernment with a splendid opportunity. It is in a posi- 
tion to give back to business much of the confidence it 
has lost, and to give the country a chance to rcip the 
fruits of accelerated industrial activity. It can da this 
in two ways — first, in the manner indicated by the Pres- 
ident, by sternly deciding against additional taxes. Sec- 
ond, and of equal importance, it should effect every pos- 
sible economy in order to use the largest possible share 
of its regular tax income to reduce the astounding defi- 
cit and thus to eventually cut existing taxes. 

That policy should be followed as well by state, 
county and municipal governments, which, according 
to experts, have pursued more irresponsible fiscal pro- 
grams than the federal government. Not until every 
tax-collecting unit cuts costs, and starts on an aggres- 
sive course of budget-balancing, can progress toward 

recovery attain maximum speed.

Fear 
of the penalty attached to wrongdo- 
ing doca not mako a man good; but 
tho Joyous recognition of God as In-

.of Oio . fact that obodlonco to God 
bringa -a auro reward, holp ono to 
obey God, not because of tho reward, 
^but because auch obcdlonco bringa 
ono nearer to God, tho sourco of all 
good, and results In an Improved 
sense of health, happlnosa, and har- 
mony.

B:32, 23), We may aome- 
tlmea aeem to toll laboriously to cul- 
tlvato "the fruit of the Spirit," but 
wo need to rcmembor that nothing 
can hinder Its growth, and that noth- 
ing can withstand Ita power, for it 
destroys hato and envy, Intolerance, 
hurry, haate, and waste. 

Sometimes a wrong mental atti- 
tude of aelf-doprcclatlon or aelf-con- 
demnatlon would hinder us from 
claiming tho dlvlno law of reaping 

where we have sown. Self-condem- 
nation would tempt us to think of 
our mistakes and failures, and to for- 
got tho efforts wo have made to ad- 
vance towards good. A falao sense of 
self would blight "tho fruit of the 
Spirit," ao that wo droop with dis- 
couragoment. Instead of shining with 
conndcnco and courage, peace and 
serenity, which aro tho sure fruitage 
of trust In Inflnlie good. If the Apos- 
tle Paul had spent his time In con* 
Uomnlng blmaclf for his misdirected 
efforts In persecuting tho Christiana, 
ho would never have accomplished 
what ho did. Ho know that hla min- 
istry. In Christ, was far bigger and 
greater than any personal sense of 
triumph or failure; and ho said 
(Phil. 3:13, 14), "Forgetting those 
things which are behind, and reach- 
ing forth unto those things which arc 
bctoro, I press toward the mark for 
the prise of. the high caUIng of God 
la Christ Jesus." 

There la a aure reward for right 
thinking and acting, but often, 
through a misunderstanding of the 
nature bt God as dlvlno Principle, the 
reward Is not claimed. We arc apt to 
think of law and Justice as relating 
to penalty, forgetting that dlvlno law 
Is both wise and loving, relating only 
to good. Tho teachings of Christian 
Science reveal God as Principle, un- 
devlatlng. changelesa Principle. Love; 
and aa this Idea dawns upon oui 
thought we begin to understand the 
law which governs right thinking and 
acting. 

In "Miscellaneous Writings" (p. 
331) Mary Baker Eddy makes It 
clear that If we are "abiding In 
Truth,, the warmth and sunlight of 
prayer and pralao and understanding' 
win ripen the fruits of Spirit, and 
goodneaa will have Its springtide of 
freedom and greatness." Freedom 
and greatness belong to goodness; 
they are tho natural results of tlx 
activity of good. When we break the 
bonds of sinful thinking, we must ex* 
pect freedom, because obedience lo 
divine law brings freedom. We need 
the "warmtlLJUid sunlight of prayei

As Is perfectly natural when 
any now beveragu has such a 
vogue, everyone has taken a ahot 
at maklrfg variations of it. Some 
people juHt drink thu Juice of 
canned tttmatoes, and save the 
vegetables themselves for use In 
other dishes. Oihors prefer the 
prepared canned tomato Julcoa 
with seasoning added. Still others 
try to paint the Illy, and concoct 
combinations of tomato juice and 
other ingredients. Tomato juice 
la a beverugo of which you do not 
tiro, but It la Interesting to know 
jow soaiu people have tried to 
fary it.

!cctl Tomato Juice: Mix to- 
gether and chill thoroughly the 
contents of two cans tomato julco.

Tomatoatte: Heat two cups 
strained tomato juico and ono- 
fourth cup sugar to boiling to dls- 
Bolve the sugar. Add one-fourth 
cup lemon juice and one-half tea- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce, and 
chill. Serve very cold In cocktail 
glaaaoa. Serves six. 

Tomato Frappii : Season the 
contents of a can tomato juice 
with Bait, pepper, paprika and I 



onion juice. Soften one-half lea- 
spoon gelatin In a little cold 
tomato juice, and dissolve In some 
boiling tomato Juice.

Tomato and Ginger Ale Pick-
